TIIJE NEVADA RECLAftlATION BUHL. 


The proposition made by our represent- 


atives lu Congress to give to Nevada 
all the lands within her boundaries, not 
otherwise appropriated, thut aha nmy de- 
vote the proceeds of their siles to Ihoir 
reclamation, will, if passed, bo the most 
important act of the General Government 
for Nevada's welfare ever enacted. There 
is no plan yet proposed for oar internal 
improvement, thai quite meets with such 
general approval as this, as it places in our 
own hand. J (he financial sinews requisite 
for snob a vast undertaking, who, of all 
people should be best able to judge and 
minister to our ueeds. 


There is no question that if the bill is 


passed Nevada will fail to prove bat honest 
and honorable to the trust. That we are a 
people loyal to the principles of integrity 
and virtue, goes without fear of contradic- 
tion, save by a Democratic platform. That 
we are not unfit for so great a confidence, 
in other words, not a "Eotten Bnrrongh," 
will be decided on the 4th day of next No- 
vember, when the people of Nevada re- 
pudiate that declaration in the defeat of 
those who acknowledged to it. 


What would be the effect of a genera] 


endorsement of suoh charge of dishonor 
through the election of the party who mode 
it ? The effect will be that the bill to grant 
to Nevada the laud within her boundaries, 
for her internal improvement will never be 
passed. 
A people who would themselves 


acknowledge to a charge of dishonesty and 
corruption, would not be considered by 
the Government a safe people to intrust 
with the control of such a gigantic cove- 
nant, where so many opportunities are 
open for despoliation as this bill.

It is a systematic and 
intelligent reclamation of what territory 
she has.

Why, 
I saw women sawing wood!" "Oh, non- 
sense! that don't amount to anything." 
"Bnt," said I, "I wish to know about it. 
Go with me." He went with ma. "Now," 
said I, "you ask that woman" (she was 
abont fifty years of Age, stout, healthy- 
looking) "sawing this wood, cord wood, 
into about three sticks eaob, ask that 
woman what she gats a day." 
He asked 


her. She said she got—she didn't say 
fifteen cents, of course, bat translated into 
English, It was fifteen oents a day; but 
that efie could not work all day, because 
she had to go home and see to the children; 
she could make twenty cents a day if she 
could work all day. I said to him, "Ask 
her, in Heaven's name, how many children 
she has, and how she takes care of 
them." She said she had six. 
"How 


does she take care of them with fifteen 
cents a day?" "Oh," she said, "I got the 
first waabinga of the restaurant," pointing 
to a hotel, "for ten oents a day, and that 
feeds them." Does tbe Free Trader in 
Massachusetts want his women to work ten 
hours a day, take care of six children, and 
boy of a restaurant the first washings to 
feed her children with? 


I saw n very intelligent man m Ger- 


many, who had studied the subject of 
wages there, and 1 asked him if he 
would talk with cne. He said be would. 
Said he, "I will talk with you freely. 
I 


know what yoa desire, and I wish to 
tell yoa that work ia not in a fair condition 
to-day in Germany, although you see they 
are building mills everywhere." Said I, 
"I do, and they look prosperous." "Well," 
said he, "manufacturing is not so good ss 
it might be, even in Germany. There are 
some manufacturers in Germany without 
souls, and they are actually hiring men 
and women to-day for anything they have 
a mind to pay them, liiey aro paying in 
one factory I know of, women twenty cents 
a day for their work, while the average 
they pay men in Germany is not over fifty 
cents a day."

Secretary of the Interior signed certificates 
for the amount of $15,000, each appro 
priated under an act of Congress approvec 
August 30, 1890, for the present year in 
aid of agricultural and mechanical col- 
leges, to the following States: Indiana, 
Kansas, Ohio, Nr* Jersey, Michigan, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Dela- 
ware, Mississippi, Tennessee, Texas, Vir- 
ginia, Ci/Iorado, Illinois, Maryland, Min- 
nesota, Oregon, Wisconsin, New Hamp- 
shire, Alabama, Idaho, North Dakota and 
the Territory of New Mexico.

. Living in the southern part of Colnm- 
Tria cotrntv, at a small place called Fly, 
City, resides the family of John Voa- 
burefh, Thursday night Mr. and Mrs. 
Vosburgh, with their 4-year-old child, 
retired at 9 o'clock. An infant occupied 
the crib near the bed. 
This is the last 


they remember until more than an hour 
afterward, when upon returning to con- 
sciousness it was Keen that the clock had 
stopped at five minutes past 9, and it is as- 
sumed that electricity entered the dwell 
ing at that time. 


Mr. Vosburgh first became consciou 


aucl endeavored to get up, but was un 
able to do so. In a few minutes he triei 
again and took hold of the child, fmdini 
it apparently lifeless. In the meantim 
Mrs. Voshurgh had parLy recovered 
and finding the room in a stifling condi 
tion crawled to the window and opene 
it, and then returned to her husban 
and child. Mr. Vosburgh gained suffi 
cient strength to assist, and they carrie 
the child into the open air and brough 
it to consciousness. 
Neighbors wert 


called, and by that time Mrs. Vosburgh 
bad become exhausted. 


Mr. Vosbnrgh's night shirt was torn 


entirely down the back. The bed was 
v •ecked. A large hole was burned in a 
feather bed, one of the bolts in the bed 
Bteid had disappeared and has not been 
found. The child has a sore on tho arm 
extending from the wrist to the elbow 
having the appearance of being burned 
with a festering sore in the center. A 
hairpin holding Mrs. Vosburgh's hair ha 
the appearance of being melted. Th 
infant in the crib was not disturbed in 
any manner. There is no other evidence 
of the appearance of electricity in any 
part of the house.

Not less than 
14,000 or 16,000 men came to hear th 
preacher. 


The sermon had a powerful effect upon 


th» congregation. At its close Mr. Jone 
asked all who would promise to live bet 
ter lives and give up sinful habits tc 
stand up. Not less than 10,000 men 
arose. It was a sight never seen here 
The preacher then asked all who wen 
not church members and who wanted t< 
become Christians to come up and shake 
his hand. Hundreds pressed forward 
with tears in their eye's. Not nearly al 
could get to the preacher, as the crowc 
was so dense. It is estimated that no 
less than 1,000 persons were converted 
among them many solid and substantia 
business men. Some of them were peo 
pie who had not before heard Mr. Jones 
and who had ridiculed his stylo of preach 
ing —Cor. Norfolk Virginian.
